BbRLIN, Nov. 2,') — Tliu Ivoif.h.st li; wan 
opened to-day by Herr Von Boetchor, 
minister of tho interior, who rpad a speech 
from the throne, in which the emperor 
says that the objuct of the policy of llio 
empire, which oiijuys peacuful riilatiuna 
with all the states, is in favor of the 
maintessBaa»- of concert among all the 
powers. The influence which ucorues to 
Germany from her love of intacn, froin tho 
utiivorsal con lid(.'nce ropo.ird in tho em- 
pire, is owinK to the fact tlial Goniiany ia 
not concerned in the pending Questions 
and from the emperor's close frie.idship 
with the two iieighbofiiig courts.

, emperor, in accord n itii tlio federal gov- 
ernment, feels coiilident Ihi't the neces- 
lity of a demand which is iiidispensable 
to the national security will bo recogniz- 
ed with a full detorniinatinn by the whole 
(Jorinan people and tlicir ri'prL-.M>ntiitivea.

UNITED STATES. 

Albuqukbque, (N. M.), Nov. 2D. — 
Startling rumors were circulated on the 
streets at noon to-day' to the elfect that 
Jim Duran and Ed. Priest, Deputy 
Sheriffs, detailed to follow and bring in, 
dead or alivu, tho murderer John Juhn- 
aon, had come up witli tho criminal and 
had bo* h been killed. The report was 
brought in by two Bfexioans from tho 
mountains. A posse is now scouring the 
country and the town is considerably ex- 
cited. .Should tho report be true, Charles 
Rosa, tho other desperado implicated in 
last Saturday night'.s hcrriblo inifiedy and 
who captured and is now in jail, will 
be summarily dealt with. Marshall Mc - 
Guire'a. condition liaa ohaoged for the 
worse and it is now feared that the 
wounds iiiflictod by the assassins will ter- 
minate fatally. 

Pn'T.suuKU, Nov. 2r>. — The through ei- 
proas on the Oloveland & Pittoburi{ Rail- 
road, which left this city at 11.25 last 
night, ran into a freight train at (Jun- 
way's Station, 26 miles from Pittsburg, 
on the Fort Wayne Railroad, shortly after 
midnight, dorailint' the ca bouse and two 
freight cars and tho engine of tho e.x[)refi3 
train. FirtMiian Burkahaw, of CMovolaiid, 
was hurled from tho cab and killed. 
None of tho passengers wore injured. 
The freight train had stopped to t.:ke a 
supply of 'water'wben the express cMshed 
into it. 

MouKULY, (Mo.), Nov. 25.— Tho [leatl- 
light received to-duy s. charaotiiristic 
lottor from the alleged Jim Cnininiiig.s, 
tho notorious express robber. The per- 
sonal deacriplion and handwriting corres- 
pond with that of the man who swindled 
several persons during the' - fAirr hare lusi 
summer. The letter is dated at Omaiia 
and mailed at Council BlufTa. Cunuiiing-* 
aaya that he is having a i{(>nd lime and 
still has must uf the stolen money. 

San FiiANCisco, Nov 25. — Oua Moyera, 
22 years old, after a qiiarrel with hia 
brother this morning, attempted suiQide 
by hanging,: but was discovered and 
tiket} down. This afternoon he repeated 
the act, and was found hanging, appsr- 
ently lifeless. His recovery is donbtful.

EUROPE. 
LiONnoif, Nov. 2t). — .Adniiral llatnilton 
commanding H. M. fleet iu the China 
Oceun, has notiticd the admiralty that it 
will reciuito ;500 troops and three forts to 
be built to retain Poit Hatttilton. 

UNITED STATES. 

WiLKitsttAUiiE, Nov. 20. — Tho accidoul 
in Oonyugham shaft occurred while the 
men were getting ready to work. About 
50 men were sitting 'at the foot awaiting 
fur the inside boss, when the explosion 
occurred, and only '.i or 4 men tacaped 
without injury. It is known that several, 
possibly 12 or 16 will die, others will be 
scarred and maimed for life. The disas- 
ter was caused by Cornelius Boyle, labor- 
er, who stepped into a worked out cham- 
ber which was filled with gas, with a 
lighted lamp oii hia hat. Boyle will die. 
Many mules were killed and wounded, 
and the damage to tho inaide of tho work- 
ing shaft is great. The tire bosseH, Wni, 
Williams and Wm^^ Evans, . are fatally 
burned. There' is "g^real " excitement in 
and about the shaft, aud full knowledge 
as to the exact number of thoae hurt and 
the character of those injured, cannot bo 
obtained at present. 

Chicago, Nov. 20 — At a meeting of 
the pasnonger agents of the Central Traffic 
AsBouiation, a resolution was passed 
pledging the moral support of ihd aaaocia- 
tioii to tho Grand Trunk Road in its fisiht 
with the Canadian I'acifio for Piicihc co.ist 
bu.iitiess from CiUiadian points. The Grand 
'iVunk was charged with cutting atoamahip 
excursion rates SI each, and promised to 
hereafter abide by the regular tjriff. 

Salem, Nov 20. — There was consider- 
able noting by tho striking tanners in this 
city yestei day .

The court room 
was 30 crowded tho otticials had to barri- 
cade th ( corridor.-i. Lmly Campbell, bor 
sistjr and their inotlier were the tiri-l per- 
sons directly interested iu tho Hction t i 
enter the room. They sat together, bo 
side plaintiETs solicitor, Charles Rnssull. 
Lord (Jampboll ontored soon afterward 
and sat near tho plaintiff and at the aanio 
table, there being interposed between the 
litigants only their respective ciuiusol. 
Unatell, in openiut,' the case for L;i(ly 
Campbell, said hia client petitioned fur 
a decree of absolute divorce from Lord 
Campbell on the ground of cruelty and 
adultery. Plaintiff, tho lawyer cuntiuued , 
was formally Mias Blood, and wai a re- 
spectable and attractive peraon. .She was 
sought in mat ri age by the dofeiidaiit, and 
became engaged t> him iu 1880. Tho 
marriage was delayed at his lordship's re- 
i]ueat untilJuly, 1881, when the ceremony 
was performed. Tho couple went sway 
on a "melancholy honeymoon," the groom 
being attended all the time by a hosijital 
nurse; m fact Lord Campbell was 
attended by this nurse from the time 
of liis engagement to Misa Blood down 
to the date of the termination of thoir 
married life in 1883. He was, declared 
the lawyer, never during this entire per- 
iod independent of special nurses' caro. 
Aa ho went on to piiojik of tho case, the 
Diiko of Argyle, defendant's father, en 
torod tho courtroom and took a seat be- 
side Lord Colin, near whom tho Mnnniia 
of Lome, defendant's eldest brother, had 
already tiken a seat.

E.vt€iision or the IJnlou Pacific 
Railroad System. 

Nkw YoiiK, Nor. 19.— The Tribune 
this iiioriiitii{ publishua tliH following: 
The loaso of tha Oregon linilway and 
Navij;atii)ii Oompany to tho Union Paoi- 
lic Itailway Company was prastioally oom- 
pleted at the conforoiiue between the 
coniiiiiltuea of tho coiiipaiiiea held in Boa- 
ton on Tuosdiiy. Elijah Smith, I'l'oaideiit 
of the. Oregon Company, who with Direc- 
tora Hall and Mayer want to Uoston to 
attend the meeting, returned yesterday. 
Uo said th^t^ the lease waa now Biitiply a 
iiuuterfor ttie lawyera, because the torina 
had boon virtually agreed upon. A few 
ilotaiU of minor impurtaiico wore left to 
be arranged, but there wna no doubt of 
tho final execution of tho lease. It is 
understuoil that the miuimmn rental ia l> 
per cent per year on the stock of the 
Oregon Oooapany and that a diviaioa of 
eatuiDBB in exonBS of that amount may bo 
providrd fcr Na dofinito notion on tho 
latter part was taken by the coiiforoucu 
coniraittee, although President Adams of 
tho Union Pacific ofl'ered to agree to a 
(liviaion if the minimum rental should bo 
reduced to 5 percent per year. Provision 
was ina4e for thebuUding of branch lines 
by the Oregon and ifie transcontinental 
oompany, which owns a controlling inter- 
est in the Oregon Cmipany. It Ja under- 
stood that the Oregon Gompuriy will not 
reopen negotiatinna liiid that tho IS'orth 
orn i'acilio, if it wishes to participate in 
the loa«o, will be obliged to tnake terms 
with the Uaion PaciBc Railroad. Tho 
position of the Oregon Company is, in 
ofl'ect, that ita proportv is n iw virtually 
in tho handa of tho I'nion Pacilic U>ini- 
pany and that it has no right tu taku Hiiy 
action in retrard to it.

May it ploase your lordship: -The 
grand jury beg to reoorr* 'hoir siacere re- 
grot for tho disgrace cast upon the ad- 
ministration of jii.-itiee ni the proviuce by 
the aorioua chargo."* ao unwarrantably made 
rocontly by Mr. .Inatico Henry and Mr. 
Justice Strong of the Supremo Couit of 
the Dominion in oouuectiun, with the 
Sproule case; and for the contempt which 
theae unretraoted charges have, brought 
upon our courts, as exhibited by the ar- 
ticles ]>ublished in the' press of the United 
States. 

Thoy rospectfully desire to oxpress in 
tho fullest sense their entire confidence 
in the honealy, impartiality and scrupu- 
loua care for the administration of the 
law which tho judiciary of the supremo 
court of thia provineo have always shewn; 
and to which, lliey are aatifliod, tho peo- 
ple of British Oulumbia owu almost entire- 
ly, the peaceful liberty they have enjoyed 
ever sinoo the first settlement of the 
country. 

They view with dismay anything that 
assails the purity cf tho Bench, or detracts 
from the justly venerated character of 
British .luatice; and while respectfully 
sympathizing witii the indignation and 
inortdication tinder whioh the judges of 
tho nupreino court of British Columbia 
aro ao uiinghtooiKsly fliiiiiriing, aro con- 
atrainod to believe that .Mi-, .lustice Henry 
and Mr. .Jn.slico .Strong oould only have 
taken the course t!u-y did under an en- 
tire inioapprehension i.f tho tii'cui'.islaiices;
